the prosecuting attorney — ‘men

between liberty and licentiousness.” 

Tutchin was ably defended by Sir 
Thomas Montague, who succeeded in 
arresting judgment upon a technical 
error. Lord Chief Justice Holt did 
not instruct the jury. directly that 
they must take the law from him, 
although such was the effect of what 
he told them. His charge is very 
interesting for its complete inversion 
of modern ideas of free discussion 
of public affairs.
